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estate salesman's license, or that a specified license was not in ef-
fect on a date specified, and the certificate of the secretary or 
assistant secretary of the board as to the issuance, suspension, or 
revocation of any such license, or as to the filing or withdrawal of 
any application therefor, or as to the existence or nonexistence 
thereof, shall be prima facie evidence of the facts therein stated 
for all purposes in any action or proceeding in the courts of this 
state. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 185. 

AN ACT to create section 182.055 of the statutes, relating to the 
issuance of certificates of stock ownership to stockholders by 
corporations. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. A new section is. added to the statutes to read: 
182.055 The stock of every stock corporation shall be represented 
by certificates signed by the president or vice-president and by the 
secretary or assistant secretary, or the treasurer or an assistant 
treasurer, and sealed with the seal of the corporation. Such seal 
may be a facsimile, engraved or printed. Where any such certi-
ficate is signed by a transfer agent or transfer clerk and by a 
registrar, the signatures of any such president, vice-president, 
secretary, assistant secretary, treasurer or assistant treasurer upon 
such certificate may be facsimile, engraved or printed. In case 
any such officer who has signed, or whose facsimile signature has 
been placed upon such certificate, shall have ceased to be such offi-
cer before such certificate is issued, it may be used by the cor-
poration with the same effect as if such officer had not ceased to 
be such at the date of its issue. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
